The sea quickly 
calmed down and the ferry services soon after started to function

Times of Signals, 

The exact times at which the 
various signals were changed

TYPHOON SWOOPS DOWN ON COLONY 


At 2 p.m. this afternoon the 
typhoon was between Hong Konz 
and Macao, moving N.W. 

3.E. gale moderating, 
and rainy, improving later. 

Extreme Heat. 

The extreme heat that pre- 

vailed over the Colony on 
Thurnday gave first indicatton 
of a typhoon having formed in 
the China Seas. 
The Royal Observatory report- 
ed that a typhoon or depression 
waa central sbout 300 miles enst 
of Manila, moving north, north- 
west. It wan then presumed 
that if the typhoon came. through 
the Balintang Channel it might 
strike Gap Rock. : 

On Friday morning, the ty- 
phoon seemed to appear to -be 
situated nbout 3h0 miles south. 
east of Hong Kong, moving in 
a W.N.W. dircetion. The No. 
1 algnal (Red T) was hoisted, 
and goon the smaller craft in the 
harbour were secn to be making 
headway for the Yaumati Ty- 
vhoon shelter. The warning then 
vead:—19 deg. N. (Int.) by 119 
tiez. W. (long.), moving west, 
north, west. : 

“Black Drum.” 

Rain threatened during the 
day, and 6.46 o'clock on Friday 
afternoon, the No. 7 signal 
(black drum) was hoisted. Thts 
‘ndicated that the storm may ha 
expected from the north-east 
(North to Enst). Heavy rain 
Cell in the evening accompanied 
hy peals of thunder and vivid! 
flashes of lightning. The sky 
was transformed into a mass of 
red, this being typical of the 


cloudy 


The No. 9 signal, “gale expect- 
ed to increase,” was hoisted just 
hefore 10 asm., and after complet- 
ing one more run across the har- 
bour, the ferries stopped, at 
about 10.45, 

At the time the No. 9 signal 
was hoisted it was stated that 
the typhoon was in the vicinity 
of Bias Bay and would strike 
the Colony at about 3 p.m. 

All small craft had long before 
then gone to the various ‘an- 
chorages on both sides of the 
‘arbour, The river steamers 
left their wharves and went to 
shelter, whilst the ocean-going 
ships nt the buoys took precau- 
tions and had steam up and ex- 
trn anchors lowered, The har- 
hour was very rough with huge 
waves breaking against the sea 
walls and spraying the Praya 
which was deserted by all forms 
of traffic, but there were many 
adventurous spirits thero 
“watching the fun.” 

There’ was some fun of 
sorts, what with people 
having their umbrellas turn- 
ed inside out; hats and even 
people being blown about, some 
perilously near the edge of the 
sea wall where they. had a 
‘drenching, A rikisha, fortunate- 
ly empty, was .knocked over by 
the wind and the poor coolfe had 
a hopeless task trying to right it, 
much to the amusement of the 
onlookers sheltering under the 
verandahs, 


Near Waglan. 


At about 11 am., it was re- 
ported that the typhoon had tra- 
velled faster than was expected 
and waa then near Waglan. The 
No. 10 signal “wind of typhoon 
force expected (any direction)” 
was hoisted, and just before 
11.20 the three bombs announc- 
ing that the typhoon was here 
were fired. : 


Most of the Chinese shops 
had up to this time remained 
open for business, not expecting 
the blow to.come so soon. 
As soon as the bombs were 
fired the shop fokis were galvan- 
ined into activity either secur- 
ing or bringing down their sign- 
boards. There was soma moro 
fun in this activity with men 
perched perilously at the top of 
tall Indders which swayed dan- 
gerously with each gust of wind, 
and half a dozen of so fokis on 
the pavement at the foot of cach 
ladder putting all their strongth 
to keep it from falling.

At about 11 o'clock news came 
Lthrough that oa Jnapanose 
conl steamer, the Royusol 
Maru, owned by the Dairen 
Kisen Kaisha, .was in dis- 
trera some 60 milea to the 
east of Hong Kong and needing 
immedinte assistance. It was un- 
dorstood that nothing could bo 
dono immediately from Hong 


Kong as the tugs available would 
he needed here for emergency in 
the harbour or the immediate 
vicinity. As the distress mess- 
age had been brondcast it was 
anticipated that vessels in tho 
vicinity would proceed to the as. 
sistunce of the distressed ship. 

' There is no ship by the name 
of Royusei Maru in Lloyds Re 
gister, so it is probable that the 
distressed ship is the Ryuhei 
Maru owned by the Dairen Kisen 
Kaisha, 

This veasel, which was former. 
ly the Meicht Maru, ia a steel 
screw steamer of 724 (427 net) 
tonnage. She was built in 1910 
by the Osaka Iron Works, Osaka, 
Japan, and is registered at 
Dairen. 

Her dimensions are: Length 
180; breadth 27; depth 19. 

A report of the typhoon at 
noon states :— 

Trafic at Standatill, 

“Commencing from the Central 
Fire 3tation, Des Voeux Road 
Central is under water. The 
trams have stopped running and 
motor cars, buses and taxis are 
not to be seen anywhere in.town. 

“Water is flooding the roads 
nnd running from west to east, 
some sections of the city being 
well under, The junction of Ped- 
der Street and Des Vocux Road 
Central is crowded with sight- 
seers and those more daring are 
crossing the rond to the Post 
OMce Building knee deep. in 
water, 


“Business is at a \rtandstill. The 
verandaha of the offices overlook- 
ing the flooded roads are crawd- 
ed with people enjoying the esca- 
pades of those on the ronda. On 
nceount of the drains not being 
completed yet, the pavement of 
Gloucester Building ja under 
ater, likewlse the open pave- 
ment outside Exchange Building. 
Tho flood is deeper on the op- 
posite side of the road, where 
the water has. overflowed the 
deep channel and invaded 
the pavement of Alexandra 
Building. ,

Pitiful Kowloon Scenes. 
Kowloon appears to have suf- 
fered far worse than the island. 
The main thoroughfare, Nathan 
Road, was strewn with foliage 
from the trees, which presented 
a pitiful sight. The roof of the 
“Wee” Golf miniature course at 
Middle Road was lifted off by 
the strong wind, which also awept 
down several Chinese gardens. 
Uprooted Tree. 


A tree at the junction of Mid- 
dle and Nathan Roads was up- 
rooted from the ground, whilst 
several enclosures of building 
sites were also damaged, some of 
them to a great extent.

EASTERN CODE, 


Hong Kong is now right In the 
heart of the typhoon season, and Bo 
it would be as well that residents 
make themselves acquainted with 
the Local Storm Signal Code, which 
waa revised on March 1, this year. 

No 1 signal ja a red T, and this 
denotes that a depression or ty- 
phoon exists which may poasibly 
affect tho locality, Tho algnal for- 
morly used to signify that a typhoon 
existed which would possibly cnuao 
n gnio at Hong Kong within 24 
vhours. 


No. 2 signal is a black horlzontal 
bar. This states that 1 strong 
wind with squalls may possibly 
occur from tho south west (South 
to West). 

No, 3 signal js a black T (rovort- 
cd) this denoting that strong wind 
with squalls may possibly occur 
from south-cast (East to South). 

No. 4 signal Is a black dinmond 
which algnifies that the typhoon fe 
dangerous ‘bit the danger to the 
locnlity which it threatens ts not 
imminent. This efgnal, however, 
will be used in the’ Philippine 
Islanda but not In Hong Kong, the 
Information {t conveys being given 
by the Non Local Signals. 

No. 6 algnal ia o black triangle 
This denotes that tho gale may bo ox- 
pected from the North-Enst (North 
to Fast). This algnal was former- 
ly tho black cross meaning that 
tho wind of typhoon force 1s oxpect- 
ed from any, direction. 

No. 6 signal fs also a black 
tylangle, but upside down. This

No, 10 signal,, the black cross, 
will be accompanted by three explo- 
slvo bombs, fired at intervals of ton 
acconds, at the Water Police Sta- 
on, Kowloon, and repeated at the 
Warbour Ofce, Hong Kong.

THRILLING SPY “PLAY. 


IBy a Mall Revicower} 


Marlene Dietrich is not a bit like 
Greta Garbo. Tho first intimation 
that the public had that she was 
a “double” of tha Swedinh 
actress was made ifn the 
Prensa, The Iden possibly originnt- 
ed in'the fertile brain of a hard-up 
film editor, and now almost every- 
body bolieves It. Asa plece of pro- 
paxanda, it wag clever, but one hag 
only to ace “Dishonoured” to realise 
how untruc, even unfair, is the 
comparison. No, two film-nctresses 
could be more unlike, Each has 
her genius and her charm, but they 
nre as different as rubles from 
emeraldn, : 

“Dishonoured” {a a play which 
would be equally as good on tho 
stnge as on the scrern, 
although the technique of the 
cinema | photographer haa cure 
tain distinct advantages aver the 
fcene painter. It has the move- 
ment of great drama and all the 
thrills of a modern detective play, 
This is not to compare it with a 
“thriller,” for “Dishonoured” is o 
notable dram{tic achiovement of 
which any Uving tuthor or any liv- 
ing actor or actress might have rea- 
son to be proud. It presents 
that rare combination of o superb 
vlay superbly acted. Hf It contatna 
any flaws they are the kind of flaw. 
which we find fn real lifd, 


Brillfant Acting, . 


The story does not differ vastly 
Crom the usual “spy” play; we re- 
eall several years ago secing Myrna 
Loy in a silent film called “Stella 
Maris,” and it was not altogether 
different from this. Whore “Dis- 
honoured" does very markedly 
differ from playa of a similar typo, 
however, is that the story is merely 
the setting for some of the most 
brilliant acting that can have en- 
viched the studios of Hollywood. 
of course, the acting is 
always more important than 
the play, and, in the ease 
of Marlene Dietrich, a play may 
sometimes be made to seem better 
than it really fis. . 

“Dishonoured” {3 the story of an 
Austrian officer's widow who a 
saved from the streets by an offcr 
to act as a spy on behalf of her 
country—Austrin, The chance to 
serve her country appeals to her 
more than money and position, and 
she accepts, preferring a life of 
treachery to sulcide. Her first duty 
is to track down two men whont 
the Sceret Services atapect of eae 
plonage. The firat is easy prey. 
She mecta him at a carnival and 
allows him to entice her to his 
home. While he {is out of the room 
she finds o cigarette in his pocket 
containing a scerct plan, and ateals 
it. The theft is noted and the 
officer gracefully surrenders, hand- 
ing her his sword. With equal 
grace he selects a grape from 4 
bunch on the table, munches it 
thoughtfully and walks into the 
Hbrary, there to commit suicide. ‘ 


The Second Victim. 


Her second victim | (Victor 
McLaglen) is jess ensy to ensnare. 
He eludes her by taking her by sur- 
prise and spying on, her, but is in 
the end arrested and condemned to 
death—only to escape. She fs held 
responsible for his escape (thia fa 
the only really wenk part of the 
story) and is shot during one of the 
finest scenes we have ever seen in 
the cinema. ~ 

The acting of Marlene Dictrich 
was worthy of a play by Shaw or 
Turgenlev: consummate ‘skill, a 
tremendous personality which needs 
only a look to mnke itsclf feit, and 
a dreamy, croonlng voice which 1a 
eharged with every emotion. Yes, 
Marlene has the voice of a syren, 
and in the talkie she has. found her 
perfect vehicle. 


Victor Over-Awed? 


Victor MeLagien seemed to be a 
ttle over-awed by Miss Dictrich, 
and, in consequence, forgot his 
rather tiresome swagger—to the 
immense ‘advantage of his acting, 
which wna excellent and never over- 
done. When McLaglen forgets to 
poro and to laugh Hke George Ban- 
croft, and is perfectly natural, he fs 
capable of a memorable perform- 
ance. > :

Gangsters Warfare. 


PUBLIC INDIGNATION, 


New York, Yesterday, 

Public anger has been aroused 
by the killing of three and the 
wounding of two little children in 
the course of warfare between 
rival criminal gangs which led 
to Police Commissioner Mulroney 
yesterday giving an order for the 
patrolling of the city by police in 
motors and armed with shotguns 
between six in the evening and 
six in the morning. 

As n result of the first night's 
operations a patrolman following 
Mulrooney's slogan “shoot above 
waistline” shot a member of a 
party holding up a shop and ar- 
rested n second, — He vows to get 
the third whom he knows. Two 
other racketeera were mortally 
wounded,—Reuter. 


RIGHTS OF ACCUSED. 


Giving Evidence on 
Own Behalf. 


AMENDING THE LAW. 

In the Government Gazette is 
published a draft of a Bill to 
amend the Magistrates Ordinance, 
1890. . 

Section 73 (1) of the Magis- 
trates Ordinance, 1890, ia nmend- 
ed by the ingertion after the words 
“and shall” in the aixth line of the 
following words:— 

“inform him that he haa the 
right, if he so desires, to give 
evidence on his own behalf. If 
the accused desires to xlve evi- 
dence, his evidence shall be taken 
upon onth and shall be subject 
to croas-cxamination as in the 
cane of the evidence of any other 
witness, If the necused docs 
nat desire to give evidence on 
his own behalf, the magistrate 
shall.” 

Section 74 of the Magistrates 
Ordinance, 1890, Is amended by, the 
inaortion after the word “accused” 
jn the flrat line of the words “gives 
evidence or.” 

Objects and Rensons, 

The object of this Ordinance {s 
to amend sections 73 and 74 of the 
principal Ordinance so as to mnke 
it clear that the accused shall be 
Informed that he has the right, 
almilar to the previnion In sectfon 
12 (2) of the Criminal Juatice Act, 
1925 (15 nnd 16 Geo. 5, ch, 86), 
to give evidence on his own be- 
half, If he so desires,

Nursing. 

I must express surprise at Dr. 

Aldo Castellani’s statement that 
very few European women In the 
Tropics could nurse their babies for 
moro than a few weeks. On 
analysia of my cases I find that ap- 
proximately 90 per cent. have fed 
thoir babies for five months, and a 
number have done {t longer. Na- 
tural feeding is still the beat form 
of nourishment, particularly in the 
Tropics, where “fresh, clean cow's 
milk is almost unobtainable, and it 
can be done; only the mother has 
, to concentrate on it. Ghe has to 
settle down to a placid exlstenco 
for tha fow extra months, she has 
to wo to bed early, give up her 
games, and take extra nourlahmont. 
+ Tt la hard. after the weary months 
of pregnancy, ‘and ‘It {8° not con- 
, ducive to a quick return to the pre- 
maternity figure, but most mothers 
realise that It Is worth it.

‘Home Committee's 
Suggestions. 


_ BALANCING THE BUDGET. 
Rugby, Friday. 

The report of the Committee ap- 
pointed in February bythe Houne 
of Commonn to make recommendn- 
tlons to.the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer for effecting forthwith oll 
practicable and legitimate reduc- 
tlons in National Expenditure con- 
alstent with the efflelency of the 
Servicen fa published to-day. 

The Committee under the Chair- 
manship of Slr George May com- 
prised seven membera -none of 
whom wan a member of the House 
of Commons, and the main report 
In nignod by five members aubject 
to minor reservation by one of 
them, while a minority report, 
which displays disagreement with 
the majority on several aspects of 
public expenditure, is alened by 
the remaining two members, 

Substantial Savings. 


In submitting their major recom. 
mendations, involving an immmecl- 
ate saving, the majority report 
states that they reached the con- 
clusion that anticlpated borrowing 
in 1992 on behalf of the Unemploy- 
ment Fund and Raad Fund should 
be regarded aa revenue lability 
and, on this basis, it was estimat- 
ed that to produce a properly bal- 
anced budget in 1932, Including 
the usual provision for redemption 
,of which, n= deficiency of 
* £120,000,000 had ta be’ mnde’ good 
by new taxation or by economies. 
An Immediate saving of £96,578,000 
ix anticipated from the recommend- 
ed economies which cover pay and 
pensions, defence — development 
schemes, socinl services and ,mis- 
cellancous expenditure. The ,most 
substantind contribution to this 
total Is £66,500,000 which, it ia re- 
commended, should be saved by a 
reduction by 20 per cent. of un- 
employment insurance benefits and 
an increase. of weekly contribu- 
tions for workers by employers 
and the atnte, 


H . Education Cuts. 

A saving of £18,600,000 {5 con- 
jtemplnted by the proposed redur- 
tion of Teachers’ solarics and edu- 
cation grants, Increase of Second- 
ary Schoo} fecs and reduction of 
the growth of education expendi- 
ture in the coming year.
